Consistent success has not been experienced. A /-rent number of dil faculties 

havo rrison which have boon quite discouraging to tho oxperimenters concerned. 

Some individuals havo oxporioncod nporatic cuccoss widlo othor porsoun havo 

boon complotaly discouraged by tho failuros thoy havo experienced. Tho various 

"truth sorum" drugs havo boon used to go.iu extent in intolligcnco v.or):, whoro 

also tho cuccoss of tho, tochniquo lias been inconsistent duo to tho lad: o~ taov;- 

lodgo of tho oporating' procoduro involvod.

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It has been conclusively cxporicncod by this oi'fico that drurs can bo uood 
vdth a groat degree of consistent success in order tlvt contact night bo mado 
with the subconcioua mind and in order that a groat deal of information m.i.qafc 
bo procured from this valuable courco. i'rom what ln.Cc meat ion c"u. 'o o-><..e. ./-d, 
it "jipoers that very Cev; individuals tiro using the toclmi quo which wirht contri- 
bute to consistent succosn.

toward futuro cuccoss in the uso of drugs. In order that such a. technique uc 
used ouccosof ully, pcraotinol should bo choson with a groat deal of consideration 
to their past cxnori uco, natural ability, and general qualifications. Alter 
such a person is socurod, ho should bo expocod to a thorough training pro:., -m 
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which would acquaint him '.vita the propor uso of suhconcious iovlation toehuiquoa 
under a great varioty of situations which night present thomoolvos do pending on 
tha individual problem at stako. 

If encouragement is given to iion-qualified individuals in the field, 
serious repercussions might result thus nullifying the possibility of success 
in t‘io care l ally plaui'Ou use of this vnu allied techniques in. the future. live 
uncontrolled uso of such techniques would rise furnish •. nenurs- o -,en t for un- 
fri-" nelly countries, to utilize similar techniques which might prove r.o bo em- 
barrassing under tho prosont dreams banco a in which r:e have no trained specialists 
in the fiold to nullify the application of such procedures. 

It i 3 highly recommended thrt BSS or any otlior component of CIA carefully 
screen thoir personnel, with the* cooperation of I *j, in ordor that they might 
find an individual qualified to receive detailed training in M o uso of special 
interrogation aids including that of drug induced suhconcious isolation. This 
courso night consume two or three weeks of concentrated training but would furnish 
the field with a specialist qualified in the observation of, coni. rolling of, or 
participating in tho operational uso of technical interrogation aids. It is 
further snggoctod that liaison bo maintained with these trained individuals in 
order to determine thoir dor.roo of succoss, criticize their technique end supply 
current tociuiical information as it bocomos available. 

If tho above rero-nendations meet v.ita approval, it is surges led that per- 
mission be rrantod to organize malarial for a concentrated ccurso cf instruction 
on all special tccimiqu.es involved. The amount of l-his Ins I ruction given '>n 
individual ar.d tho definito techniques covered would depend upon his qualifications, 
tho time element involved, and tho need for such knowledge in hie contemplated 
assignment.
